THE EASTERN TROUBLE. 

A Scarcity of Coal Makes Chitia Not 
DnwilliBff to Forgive 
Japan.: 



Fast Vessels. ' Munitions of War and 
ProvlBloQB Sent preir— The 
Treaty ^orts.'*

London, Aug. 6.— Edward Gourley, 
member for Sunderland, questionod the 
government intheHousoof Commons to day, 
tts to tho intentions of the Japanoao Rov- 
eminent regarding the Chinese treaty 
porta. ! . Sir Edward Qrey, under secretary 
of the foretgn offioe, said in his reply, that 
Japan hod promised not to attack Shang- 
hai, and China thereupon pledged heraolt 
noc to obstruct the upproaohea to that port. 
In response to another (juoation Sir Kdward 
said ho did not know at present whether or 
not coal would bo contraband of war, 

WASiiiNiiTON, Aug. (j. — A telegram waa 
received at; tho Japiiucae legation to. day an^ 
nouncing the appointinont of Mr. Shiniohiro 
Ivuriuo, cliief of the diplomatio bureau of 
tho department of foroigo airuirs, to bo envoy 
extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary 
to the United States. Mr. Kurino waa one 
of tho students who were sent lo thia country 
by llio government of .Jupan as aoun as that 
government doci<lo(l on tho policy of eondlDg 
her young men abroad lo purauo coureea of 
study iu llio colleges and uuiverailiea of 
Europe and America. Some twenty 
years ago, when tliia gentleman had 
thoroughly mastered tho ICngliah lan- 
guage, lie devoted hia time to 
tho study of law at Harvard college. On 
hia returu to Japan he received an appoint- 
niont in tho department for foreign allairs, 
whore ho dealt mostly with matters involv- 
ing legal ijuoutiona. A few yoara 
later he interealcd himself iu the 
postal administralion, and held an im- 
portant position in the Imperial depart- 
ment of communioationa, where he inaugu- 
rated many improvemonta in tho postal and 
telegraph service of the Japanese govern- 
ineuc. In 1891| when certain changes were 
iniroduoed intheorganlzUionof the depart- 
ment for foreien affairs, he was appointed to 
bo the chief of the diplomatio bureau, 

London-, Aug. D.— A dispatob to tho 
Central News from Tientsin says: "Li 
Hung Chung continues to direct; the war 
preparations of the Chineso. To-day he re- 
viewed tho newly arrived troops. The 
absence of his yellow jacket woa the subjiot 
of much remark, " 

Li Hung Chang haa aoiit a mesaage to the 
Japaneae miniator expressing regret for the 
trealmoni to which Ihe minister waa sub- 
jected in Taku, aud prnmiaiiig that tho of- 
fending Chinese soldiers would bo punished. 
The soldiers in question abused and derided 
the minister and threnr mud and atones at 
him. 

A telephone linn haa boon oatabliahed be- 
tween Taku and Tientsin. Tho^commander 
at- Taku has prepared to block tho Pei Ho 
on short notice. Tho laying of torpedoes 
continues. All competent men in the train- 
ing schools have been drafted for service on 
various warships. 

The ShoDghtti correspondent of tho Cen- 
tral News telegraphs as foliowa : " Vesler- 
day'a report that thfero had been another 
engagement oil tho l\orean coaat, in which 
three Chinese warships be.d been captured 
by the Japanese, is not credited here. 
The Chinese Northern fleet is at Whai-Wei, 
and no Chinese transports have recently 
ventured lo sea. The Russian troops north 
of the Trumen river have been reinforced," 

Several Japanese transports escorted by 
warships have been sighted in the Yellow 
sea. It is presumed that they were bound 
for Chemulpo. 

Letters from Hankow say greot anxiety 
prevails among the foreigners lest 
anarctiy breaks out among the natives in 
the event of diaaater to the Chinese 
forces. All of the male Europeans have en- 
rolled as volunteers. Uneasiness is feh 
also in Chin Kiang and othir plaoes." 

L,o.\DON, Aug. 6 — Two fast vessels left 
I'^oglond on Saturday Hying th(3 Spanijh 
liai?. Another will follosv in a few daya. 
Tlicse three vessels are partly li ted out aa 
cruisers, and will be transferred on the high 
seas to the Japanese government. All muni- 
tions of war now loading for both China and 
.Japan clear under Spanish und I'ortuguofcc 
lUgs. 

SiiA.Sdii.M, Aug. (i — It is stated in well- 
informed nuarierH lhat tho Htrongeal roaaon 
ugainal China's ligliliiig ia that her llent haa 
no coal beyond wlial it lias abiiard thoaliipa, 
and thia would only aivc a week's steam at 
tho outside. Tlio Jaj aiicae are plentifully 
aiipplied, and are only a few lioura from 
their extensive onal lielda in IviuHlia. All 
the s'oclts of coal in the neighbtriiood hiwo 
biinti bought lip by the J.ipaiicao, lifilisli 
and Kuaaian lleotH, and Cliiiia'a aiipjily la too 
far otr to lie of any usu in a suciden emer- 
gency. The aupply (i( powder and ammuni- 
tion on board tlie I'hiiicac Heel ia totally in- 
adi aiiiato to tho occaaiou and would not last 
a week, nor iiro tliere any reeorvea lees than 
four or live daya olf. It ia said that tho 
(^liineae oiliciila are pleading thai aa thia is 
tho year of graoo and tho lOiiiprcaa dowager's 
OOih birthday at hand, there must ha no 
lighting and they will forgive tlio Japaneao. 

SiiANdilAi, Aug. li, — Letters from Col. 
Von Hannekin, tho former aide-de-camp to 
tho Chinese Viceroy Li Hung Chang, con- 
firm the report of tho insubordination of tho 
Cliinf.ao troopa aboard tho transport Kow 
Shung. It ia boliev.Kl the aflidavita made 
by Oapt. Uuls worthy and chief officer of the 
Kow Shung were tigned by compulsion. 
Capt. Galsworthy and oompaniona were 
taken from Chirnitb to Ssabo July 2 and 
wore releaaed on July 4. QaMtermaater 
Kvangelist is still in tho hospital sUfTsring 
from his wounds.

WeIl«to-ao Bancher Slain for Hia Honey by 
an Indian Inspired by >YhiBkey. 

VANOonvEB, Aug. 6.— (Sppoial)— A moat 
cold-blooded murder was discovered this 
morning, Jamos McRory, road foreman of 
North Vancouver, last seen alive on Sunday 
night, was found dead in his cabin, horribly 
butchered, no less than eight wounds being 
discovered. The murder waa committed 
presumably for the purpose of obtaining 
ihree iiioni hh' salary it waa thouijht Mc- 
Rory liad^ but he had deposited on S.ilur- 
day. 

When tlio body was found tho coat was 
over the face and nailed lo the iied. An axe 
under the bed was covered with blood. A 
deposit slip, torn in piecce, dated July ,'iO, 
18111, was found. There was §1 05 in de- 
ceaaod pocket. On a piece of paper lying 
on tho table thoao words were written : " I 
came over on Sunday, .5, and took tho rifle 
over to Tilton'a lo une it." Tliia wna signed 

Billy Haekot. " Tho buckskin suck in 
which MoRory carried his money w.ja torn 
and empty on the lloor. 

In a few houra Warden Moresby and Chief 
McLaren arreated an Indian whom the indi- 

lione atroiigly point to aa the author of 
tho criiTio. ilia name is Stiuamiah Charlie. 
He has served five yeare for manelaughler 
and is a bad Indian, Uy careful inquiry it 
was ascertained that shortly after the mur- 
der Charlie was seen coming from the direc- 
tion of the scone of the tragedy under the 
iuiluenoe of liquor. Sergeant Haywood, 
with a horse and rig, spied the country baclc 
and forth between the North Arm road and 
the water front, while Moresby and Ihe 
Chief took charge of the Vancouver side. 
They waited for the Indian at his shack on 
F&lae oreek, expecting him to turn up there, 
to get over hia spree and remove the dam- 
aging traoea of hia . gailt. Tiuir aurmiaaa 
Wcra oorreot. Charlie was nabbed aa soon 
aa he entered the sbaok. He protested 
innooenee and said the spots of blood on the 
left aide of hia trouaers and coat were 
b irry ataina. Coroner McGuigan examined 
the spots and pronounced them blood. If 
Charlie is guilty the white man who sold 
him liquor may have two men's lives to 
anawer for.

Rich Clean up of Cariboo Hydraulic Mlnes-

In the New York papers to-day there ap- 
peared tho statement that the Japanese 
consulate at London had received in- 
formation that munitions of war were 
to bo ahipped to China via Km- 
press of India, Tho P. R. people, 
however, denied all knowledge of tho mut- 
ter. The cuatoma nlliciala received a long 
telegram of inatruction=, in which, it ia 
said, tho Minister of Cuatoiiis instructed tho 
customs ofliccra if lliey founii any contraband 
goodn to warn the commander of the ateam- 
ahip of tlio liability to seizure in Japiui, No 
anch gonila were found. 

Alltlie hydraulic ventures in this country 
have been hinging on the developments of 
thoHorailly and Cariboo hydraulic mines. 
Word .vaa wired in to-day that tho Horaelly 
cleaned up $1 .S,S() in 100 hours' work, and 
tl;o Cariboo 5^3,100 for -17 hours' work.

" GETTING TO BUSINESS." 

Proposals fur Colouiiil Co-Opcrutioii Ciinuut 
fie rat Aside Without Bespectfui 
Consideration. 

(From lho Canadian Grtzotto.) 

Canada aummonod tho Intercolonial Con- 
ference because she meant business. When, 
therefore, the aaaemblod delegatea from 
Auatralaaia and South Africa gave their 
aupport to tho propoaal for an all-British 
mail route from the United Kingdom to tho 
Antipodes by way of tho Canadian Pacific 
Railway, the Dominion parliament lost no 
time in giving practical elTeot to tbe deci 
aion so far as Canada ia ooncerned. Un 
Monday tbe oonferenoe closed its doors ; on 
Wednesday the Dominion House of Com 
mens adopted unanimously a resolution ap 
proving of tbe proviaionai contract with Mr, 
Huddart for a fast service to complete the 
Atlantio link in the intereolonial chain of 
oommunioationa. The fact that, despite all 
the talk of opposition from various quarters, 
the resolution was passed without a hostile 
vote, ia the beat evidence of tho impression 
produced in Canada by the conference. The 
Canadian must be mentally aluggiah indeed 
who doea not now realise the part which hia 
country may play in tho destinies of the 
Empire if aha ahowa heraolf alive to her op- 
portunitiea. 

Another of tho prime objects of the con- 
ference haa been advanced a atage ainco the 
delegates left the Canadian capital. Mr. 
Alexander Siemens haa juat completed lay 
ing the latest — and, it ia probably safe to 
add, the most efficient — of existing trana- 
Atlantic cables. Ho apeaks, therefore, a 
an expert of high atanding, and in a pamph- 
let just issued in Canada he pledges hia 
electrical reputation to the statement that 
there ia no technical obatacle in the way of 
the immediate completion of the Pacific 
gable. Electrical science has made such 
strides during the seven years which have 
elapsed since the last Colonial conference, 
when tho Pacific cable achemo took definite 
shape, that the diificuhies then feared no 
longer exist. Cables can now bo laid 
at uncertain depths, and hia com- 
pany would not, ha declarea, hesitate 
to undertake the aucceaaful laying of 
the cable immediately, at an estimated total 
expenditure of two millions sterling. The 
governments of Canada and Australasia will 
no doubt give due conaideration to thia 
gratifying aasuranoe, and the need for thia 
all-British cable ia so preaaing that we can 
realize bow glad tbay would be to forego the 
delay. provoking preliminary of a joint gov 
ernment anrvey. If, however, the survey 
ia still deemed necessary, there is nothing 
to prevent its Immediate proaecution. In 
quiriea aaaure ua that any one of Her 
Majeaty'a ships posseascs, or ahould possesa, 
ofhcera capable of currying out auch a sur 
vey. Aa far aa Honolulu or the Fiji could 
be done by one of tho shipa on tho PaciU 
atation, where it could bo joined by a vesael 
from tho Australian tcjuadron. 

When the Canadians undertake anything 
in the way of hospitality, thoy Kenorally do 
it in no niggardly spirit. This the Austra- 
lasian and South African delegates found 
last wcok during thoir sight-seeing in On 
tarlo and Quebec, " What wo expected to 
be an oflicial visic haa," aaid Sir Henry 
Wrixon and Sir Henry do Villiera at Mon 
treal, "changed into something very like a 
national demonstration," and should the 
delegatea ho able to extend their tour to tbe 
west, they would find that a like enthuai 
asm exists in the prairie rcgiona 
and on the Pacific Slope. Hero 
the Mother Land the progreaa of the 
conference haa been watched with a satiafao 
lion more aedate porhapp, but none the leaa 
real and perm .nent. The etoamehip and 
cable proposals before tbe conferecue have 
been discuised in the British press with ay m 
pathetic appreciation, while the preferential 
trade idea haa arooaed far less pronounced 
hostility than it was wont to do. A method 
of co-operation which evokes the ethuaiaati 
and united approval of practieilly all the 
self-governing colonies may bo open 
critfotsm from an economic standpoint, but 
it cannot be put on one aide without a i loso 
and reaptctful oonaideration.

THE FEA8ER FLOODS. 

Uia Honor tlie LleutenBnt-Oorenior Informa 
the Agent-General of the Facta. 

The following appears in the Canadian 
Qaaette, London, iaaue of July 19 : 

Mr. H. 0. Beeton, agent-general for 
Britiah Columbia, sends us for publication 
the following letter received from tho Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of British Columbia with 
reference to the recent floods in the Eraser 
valley : 

Di-UR Mu- Beeton : — By this time you 
will have hoard that; although tho Hoods 
have been very destructive there has been 
no personal suffering. Tho water was 
higher than in tho recollection of ua old set- 
tlers, but on Boveral occasions I have known 
the same thing to occur and very littlo said 
about it ; but now it appears that our little 
misfortunes are magnified into. calamities, 
and much injury done thereby to the 
Province. 

No settlors' lives have been lost. One 
man working on a bridge fell and was 
drowned, and a child fell from a verandah 
into the water. 

At the very worst time one of the min- 
isters went up the river with aix aaoka of 
ilour and a few other articles of food, and 
returned with three sacks. 

A committee has boon formed to attend 
to what relief is required, and this is quite 
within the means of the Province ; no out- 
aide relief ia asked. 

A time may come when something might 
OOOar which would oblige us to appeal 
to onteidera for assistance; but if wo 
had flat quietly and allowed the out- 
rageous reports to bo tho means nf dirootiug 
large Bums of ohoritablo money to the Pro- 
vince without publishing tho truth, we 
should certainly bavo laid ourselves open to 
the reproach of receiving money under false 
pretendea. 

I am sure the Province will feel gratified 
with the univeraal aympathy expreaaed, and 
with the nnmeroua offera of financial assist- 
anon.

THE WAR JN KOREA. 

Litest advices, if they are to bo relied 
upon, tend to show that the Japanese have 
achieved a victory of oonaiderable import- 
ance over their hated foes, the Chinese. 
Both sides aver ooofidence tliat tlie outcome 
will be in their favor, that ia if they are 
allowed lo fight out the controversy on their 
own lices — with no interference on the part 
of eiiner Kuesia or Great Ikitain. At lirut 
oight one would be inclined to think that 
Providence being ordinarily suppodcd to be 
on the side of the strongest battalions, little 
Japan, with her forty odd millions of popu 
latien, can hardly huve much chance anaiust 
the hordes, however undisciplined many of 
them may be, which China can pour forth 
from her font bnndred millions of 
populatioD, and who will form just 
ai good food for bnlleta as the 
best trained troops that can be imag 
ined. A prominent Chinaman in this city, 
being spoken to on the subject, said : " Vou 
kill ten, we kill one, then how " It 
manifest that China expeots to crush out 
Japin by the weight of numbers ; while the 
latter express oonfidenoe that their better 
diaoipline and armament, both by sea and 
land, will enable them to more than make 
np for what they lack in numbers. 

Japan has uuquestionably some lino and 
well-equipped ships of war, her lieot num- 
bering seventy-seven all told, China havinj^ 
1 1 1 vesaels in all, none of them, it is siwd, 
eqnal to the Japanese fleet. Japan, by call- 
ing np her reserve forces, can, it is said, 
place 269,000 men in the field, while the 
Chinese Imperial Gu ards number .'i-li, 000 and 
the National Army lj')D,UOI). This is under- 
stood to be the pojice atronglh of the estub- 
liihment, the war footing; of Cliiua and 
Korea combined beinj^ 1, Go.), 000, Thus 
China otvn place in the field seven men to the 
Japanese one, and no matter how low an 
appreciation bo made of the fighting ijuali 
ties of ihe Chinamen, the l''rcnch found that 
they could fitjht when they met them at 
Tonqnin. In the present oontroveray the 
hatred between the two nations is under 
atood to be so intense that neither side 
will hesitate to fight, no mutter the 0(i 
posing odds, so that should the war go on 
it will be charucteri/od by terrible slaughter 
The Japanese are, it is said, largely oliicorcd 
by trained European «oldlen,Britiab, French 
and German, and have a native daab that 
ia sure to tell even againab the weight of the 
more alnggisb Chinamen. 

In some quarters it has been declared that 
though China and Japan are in tho moan 
time tho actual combatants, the present 
^onflict ia but another inatancj of the dark 
and devious ways by which Russia is «eek 
ing to destroy British influenoe and author- 
ity in the Orient. She baa, it ia olaimed, 
talceu advantage of the Korean question to 
make one more strike for supremacy in tho 
Eut. Sho is, in fuc-fc, said by many to bo 
inspiring tho tnovumnnla of tho Mikado 
Her vessels are reported to be moving to 
warda Korea, and her o£Bolal orgaoa have 
declared that she will tolerate no inteifer- 
esoe from the ontaido. However this may 
be, it is hardly likely that Russia ia 
ready for war In ICastorn Asia. When 
she gets the trans-Siberian Railway built 
she will undoubtedly be in a better position, 



but that ia not likely to be for somo years to 
come and then it may be possible for the 
dream of the Czars to be realized. Aa maV 
tera now are, should Russia interfere the 
Britiah Empire would be menaced and 
Or'eat Britain would be forced to interfere.' 
Meantime, it is probable that the parties of 
the first part will bo allowed to aottle their 
diOioulties us best thoy may. Should, how- 
ever, there be any developments tending to 
bring Russia dirrotly into the difficulty. It is 
certain that Britieli guns and British bay- 
onets v;ill be found ready to check any fur- 
ther nggreasious by Bussia, who, it will 
have been noted, has already made an ad- 
vance in the Pamir. 

In 80 far aa oonoerns the controversy be- 
tween China and Japan they have fox' 
centuries hated each other with a hatred that 
is described to bo porfeot. Aocordini; to 
tradition about live hundred years ago the 
CliinDso invaded Japan with an army of ono 
hundred thousand picked men, the Chineee 
being oompletely annihilated. During the 
centuries this, it is said, was the only occa- 
ion on which an organized attempt was 
made to invade Japan, but tho two peoples 
have time and again fought each other in 
Korea. In the former wars thoy wore 
always sucoessful ; but they could not drive 
out the Chinese for aa one army beoumo 
annihilated another body of Chinese rose 
up to do battle. The probable outcome of 
the war, whatever may be its ultimate 
result, will bo the opening of treaty ports to 
all nationa. 



Vork Times puts it, " the crimes and viol' 
ous practices laid bare by recent invostiga< 
tions." The plea'Ol the Sachems has been 
that) the praotices are of long standing, aio 
inveterate' and well nigh incurable. 
They are not, they declare, con- 
tent to allow tho candidate for 
the Now York Mayoralty to be chosen 
outside their ranks, n hich, they Buy, would 
be a taoit admiaaion of guilt on their part, 
and a sign of alarm. The Times, in view of 
the ail nation, urges united Democratic ac- 
tion against the united Republicans, and 
for this purpose tho making of mutual eon- 
oossions, otherwise tho Buooess of Mr. Piatt 
and his Republicans in municipal matters ia 
assured. 



MR. CHAMnERLAIS'S SCHEME. 

Among others who have undertaken to 
regnlate and testriob the sale of liquor ia 
the Right. Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, who 

thinks that, at any rate in Great Britain, a 
radical reform in this direction may be 
effected. This ho contemplates scouring by 
materially reducing — probably by one-half 
— the number of placeii at which liquor is 
sold, and then to plaoe behind the bars per- 
sona who would have no interest in pushing 
sales. The manager would be given a 
salary and no commission on Intoxicants, 
his direct interest being in the 
salo of beverages which are non-alcoholic. 
On those a handsome commission would be 
paid. Mr. Chamberlain ia one who does not 
believe in absolute prohibition. He does not 
think it would be praotioable, nor would it, 
he thinks, be right to stop the sale of 
liquors without compensating those who 
would in that way be disadvantaged. 

The subject is not a new one with the 
member for Birmingham, who, it is said, 
eighteen years ago brought up a discussion, 
which led to nothing praotical at the time, 
on "the Gothenburg system." About a 
month ago, when at a meeting in London, 
he explained bis plans for liconaine 
reform, ho quoted the words of John 
Bright, who, at the opening of a coffee 
palace in Birmingham, counselled modera' 
tion in dealing with the lioenaing qoeation, 
Mr. Bright then said : " There must be 
somo plan, not violent, nob unjust, not re 
gardlesa of the habits and cuatoma of the 
people, on which temperance people can 
combine, or elae the essential point of auc- 
ceaa ia lost. There ia something in the long 
oontinned habita of the' eountry that makea 
it almost hopeless to do more than make 
certain tentative steps in the direction of an 
improved state of things." 

Now, what Mr. Chamberlain seeks ia not 
the abolition but the reguUtion of tho busi 
nesa and tho elimination of the element nf 
personal gain, His idea ia that a public 
company should be empowered by Parlia 
mcnt to acquire the whole of the licenses in 
the district in which it is formed, other 
licenses, if any, as a matter of course, be 
ing issued to this company. In the 
matter of profits, if there are any, it ia pro- 
vided that those who anpply the capital re 
quired shall have no more than the intereab 
that thoy would be able to get in any other 
outside security. Anything abovo and be 
yond this is to go to somo public purpose 
not bupported or aided by tho rates. The 
principal movers in the " Public House Ro 
form Aeaooiation," as it ia termed, point to 
Sweden and Norway as examples of the 
good tflecta their movement ia designed to 
bring about. For over thirty years an cx- 
perimrnt kindred to this baa been in sue 
cesaful operation in Sweden, and latterly it 
was extended to Norway, in both of wh'c h 
conntriea it ia olaimed to have had beneficial 
results. 

In regard to the direct benefits which 
Mr. Chamberlain anticipates securing in 
Great Britain, it iu aaid lliat tho number of 
drinking places would bo materially ro 
duced, inasmuch as the trusts them- 
selves would find it advantageous and ccon 
omioal to diminish the number of their estab. 
lishmenta. Moreover, it ia held that, uud 
the contemplated reform, there would bo no 
object in oominitting or sanotioning 
breaches of tlio law, flinoo upon hi 
proper administration and the good conduct 
of his hoase would depend the retention of 
tho services and this salary of tho hired 
manager. 

PURIFIOATION OF POLITICS. 

The Democrats of San Franoiaoo are, it ia 

to be noted, seriously diecussing the (luca- 
tion of purifying the poliiica of their party. 
It is proposed to do aw*y with what aro 
termed " tho antiquated primaries that are 
now out of date onyhow." These it is eaid 
plaoe the aeieotioa of delegates to tho State 
convention In the hands of a gang of free 
hooters, Republican as well as Democratic 
delegates being elected by tho same identi 
cal votes. This is on the Pacific Coast 
sido of the continent, while on the 
Atlantic side it is to be 
tioed that the Damooraoy of New 
York are called together to unite and do all 
thoy can to consolidate tho party and ensure 
its success at the municipal olootiona. 
Trouble, however, arises in the ranks from 
the pressure of Tammany, ivhioh objeota 
to being held responsible for, aa the New

BEPOBLIOAN INSTITUTIONS. 

B( cent events in the republics of' France 
and the United States have dirtoted atten- 
tion to the questions of their stability or 
their superaeaaion by u dictatorahip or mil- 
iliuy deapo'ism. It liaa been claimed many 
times that in the United States strains had 
been put upon the system which it was ex- 
cocdiagly difficult for lb to stand, and that 
tho results must be that a collapse would 
follow. Such was especially tho case when 
Tilden was counted out, and no small 
amount of tension has been c uisod by recent 
polit'cjl ond comnrjeroial dithoulties 
the other aide the line, the 
latter being largely blamed on the 
politicians ; the deadlock among whom on 
tho tariff question, and the President's per- 
emptory ioterferenoo in his notable letter 
have latterly been tho subject of o^nsider- 
ait\o comment. , In France the assassination 
of Csrnot did nob bring abont any change in 
cooditioDB, though it was a rude break into 
the peaceful and orderly condition of 
thicga; but neither it nor the American 
tariff and labor troubles have had any really 
disturbing tffeot, the " virlne, pablio 
spirit and intelligence of the oitizens " 
whioh oreated the republic atill remaining 
to anpport and uphold it. 

However, it is to bo noted that President 
Cleveland personally deemed it expedient, 
for some reason or another, to take special 
precautions for the protection, of his wife 
and children. He, it is said, fears that 
Bomeone, presumably oonneoted with the 
industrial movement, may attempt to kid- 
nap somo member of his family. It ia be- 
lieved, however, that hie fears have got tho 
better of his judgment, for it would be a 
serious rt flection on the obaractcr of the 
masses of the people should disappointments 
indooe even individuala to aaaail a woman 
and her children even though they were tho 
nearest and dearest to a President who may 
have disappointed them. It used to be aaid 
in some quarters that the best form of gov- 
ernment was a tyranny tempered with 
assassination, bnt it ia to be hoped that not 
even the element of asaaaainatioa will be 
again introduced in either Fraooe or the 
United States.

The City Eiiffiucer Advises Ct-rtaiu 
liupi'ovemeuta to Improve tlie 
r. Water Supply^ 

Friday Eveuinq; Decided Upou for a 
Jleetiug to Dlscusa the Whole 
Sahject. 



At the usual city council meeting last 
night Aid. Styles took hia seat for the first 

timo in aoveral weeks, having juat returned 
from a trip South. Tho othora present wore 
Aid. Harris, Munn, Dwyer, Humphrey, 
Baker, Ledingham, Wilson and Vigelius. 

In the abaenoo of the Mayor, Aid. Munn 
took the. chair. 

Messrs.* Drake, Jackson & Helmcken 
wrote claiming damages for tho injuries suf- 
fered by Arthur Payne, tho street car con- 
ductor who was hurt by striking against a 
trestlo which was left on the street without 
a light to indicate its location. Referred to 
street committee. 

James March and F. Kelly applied for 
the position of lampitriromer. Laid' on the 
table. 

W. Sargison wrote that in spito of the 
action of the ooiinoil in disavowing any ro- 
aponsibility for hiring him, that the city had 
engaged Mm. Bsoeived and filed. 

Hon Amor de Cosmos complained of a 
nuiaance in front of his property on Qovern- 
mentetrcet. Referred to the street com- 
mittee to report. 

The Secretary of the Board of Trade 
wrote expressing the satisfaotion of the 
board at the action of the council in taking 
atepa to improve the city water aupply. 
Keceivod and filed. 

Tho building inapoctor reported that N. 
C. Mayo had completed hia contract of 
$157.50 on tho firo hall, and adviaod that he 
bo paid. Referred to the finanoo committee 
for payment. 

The finance committee aiked for appro- 
priationa of §500 and $l,7tjO. Report 
adopted. 

William C. Pope, l&to olork of 
tho police court, wrote claiming that 
in March laat (when Aid. Wilson 
had an information laid againdt him 
by Mr. Forrest Angus), Aid. Wilson 
had broken open his (Mr. Popa'e) desk, or 
had had it opened, to yet at tho information 
in tho case; also that Aid. Wilson had tried 
to intimidate him by sayii g that bo (Mr. 
Pope) should have used some discretion in 
the matter of Mr. Angus' complaint. Ho 
charged Aid. Wilson with being actuated by 
vindiotiveness against him in tho matter of 
the disputed salary claimed by tho writer. 

Ai.D. Keith -Wii-soN declared the letter 
one tissue of falsehood. There waa not Ihe 
slightest foundation for Mr. Pope saying he 
had gone to hie desk, and as for any vindio- 
tiveness, that was utterly absurd. The 
letter emanated from spleen or dissatisfac- 
tion because the council did not sec tit to 
allow an unjust claim for $15 a month for 
work Mr. Pope had not done. Tho $15 was 
to be given for extra work, but aa Mr. 
Pope had not the time to do it another man 
bad to be engaged for the specific service. 
As for tho oase between the city and Pope, 
Aid. Keith-Wilson said that he had had 
nothing to do with it, except that as chair- 
man atthe finacce oommittee he had signed 
the affidavit. 

AhD. VioBUus thought the conncU had 
nothing more to do with this matter as it 
was in court. He movid that the letter bo 
received and filed. 

Ai.i). Baicku thought Mr. Pops deaorved 
veiy little credit for trying aa he had in his 
letter to disgrace a man in tho (yes of the 
board. 

The communication was received and filed. 
K. A. Wilmot, water coinniiaaioncr, re- 
ported : 

" That in view of tho fact that tho filter 
beds at Baaver lake cannot bo thoroughly 
cleaned out on account of sediment settling 
in the interstices of tho broken stone in the 
bottom of the beds, I would respectfully 
submit for your consideration tho advisa- 
bility of removing tho broken stone from 
filler beds No. 'a 1 and 2, and aubatituting 
therefor a concrete bottom and drawing the 
water for the present from those bcda only. 
The estimated cost including the extension 
of a pipe from the lower side of tho present 
receiver around to filtsr bed No. 1 would be 
about S2 500. Thia work would form a por- 
tion of that which would be necessary to do 
in order to clean out tho other filter bed and 
receiver or to extend the main from the dam 
to Elk luko." 

ALU Kkith- Wilson thought they shonld 
get abead co fix up this water qnestion 
without so much talking. This matter had 
been referred to a committee and he would 
like to know if vigorous action wiks being 
taken by the oommittee. That should be 
done without reports of this kind coming in 
recommending the j^atohiog up of the water- 
works in the meantime. 

Ald Baker believed in having the pipes 
ilusbed out, and it would also do good to the 
aewera too. 

Ald. Dwykk moved that tho report bo 
referred lo tho water committee. The 
water eomniitteo were taking action. They 
h .d had tho water of tho lake analysed and 
were havint' a aurvey made to get proper in- 
formation. 

Ai.n Hauuis objected to voting away 
n;oney till the cjuiK-il had really detcrniineii 
what I boy were going to do abiiut improv- 
ing tho watrr snpply. 

Al.l). VKH s ti'Dlion waa ciirried. 

Thu electric liglil coinnuitee rt^cninniended 
that tenders ho invited for 200 poles, ten- 
ders to be in by Monday next, ountraclato 
be completed within no day 1 from tho time 
oontraota were lot. Carried. 

Tho sewerage committee reported re tho 
pipo contract with the Terra Cotta Co., that 
it ia at at an end, and recommended that the 
bond given by tho company be oanooUod. 
The report advinod that 0.000 feet of pipe 
be purohaaod from the company, as it waa 
required. A long history of the contract 
was annexed to the report, which was 
adopted. 

The streets oommittee reported on various 
minor mattera. Report adopted. . 

Ami Hakri.s brought up the matter of a 
large gravel pit in front of Mr. Robt. 
Ward's residence. It was dangeroua and 
should he properly guarded. 

Ald. Baker remarked that the intention 
waa to have it barricaded. 

The municipal expenditure plan was 
finally passed. 

Before tho meeting adjourned, 

Al.l). nAUlils advocated sotting afiido a 
timo for a tborougli thraahing out of tho 
waterworks c|ueBtion by the council. They 
could havo thu city engineer present and go 
fully into tho matter. 

Ai.i> Ki;iTH Wii.snN- said that aa Bonn as 
tho infiiriiiation already aakcd for waa re- 
ceived tho council would ho in a iinsition lo 
act. There waa no uao trying to diecuaa tho 
matter till that information waa received. 

Ai,i). 1!aki;h thought it would bo wise to 
hold a meeting, and iioveral other aldermen 
spoke to tho eame tlTeot. 

Aa it was undoratood that the engineer 
would have the required information this 
week it was decided to hold the meeting on

Some Wballoffi: Captains; Are Takiogr 
Their Families to the Frozen 

'.North:, , . > 

What Some of the JiiveuileH and Tlielr 
Bldei'8 May Expect to 
Experience. 

(From Uie San Frunoisco Chroulclo.) 

The budget of lottora that oame from the 
far North Iiiat Sanday brought news of an 
intereating obaraoter from thustoam whuling 
fleet noir lying at Cape Navcriu. If wualhor 
and ico permit the oarryinfj out of the 
achoduio as it stood at the time of writing, 
the whalers will move into tho Arotio circle 
on Jnly 4, and (be real work of the orul 
will begin. The intereitlog faot ie that there 
are in the party thus out off from the world 
for montha and years a number of women 
and children, tho families of captalna. The 
masters of the steam whalers liad to pay 
well for thia priTilege, which is a now one 
in the history of tho whaling fleet. A 
thouBi.nd dolUfo each is the price of their 
pleasant company, but it's cheap at that, 
when one cDnaldora that for perhaps eight 
months out of the year the whalers lie Idle. 
The cruise may be two yeikra and it may be 
three, and ao the long wait is not joyful in 
the contennplatlon of a man who hua wife 
and babies and a cc7,y borne somewberu 
down in tho world. And so the cap'i 
who had wives and babies phyuiuklly tic to 
go gladly paid for the privilege. 

Captain Green of the Alexander baa with 
him bis wife, who is the woman of the party 
with an Arctic experience. She knows nioru 
about whales and whaling than the average 
woman does about faney work. 

It is necessary to go up to the grounds 
several months in advance and get through 
the atraita before the cold weather packs 
the ice. Onoe passed, in its floating condi- 
tion and in the comparatively warm months, 
the steamers may bid dtfl:iBC3 to a freeze 
that lasts for montha. To atill furtbermake 
the voyage pay, it is necessary to stay 
through several seasons, as will be done in 
this ujsa. The fleet started the niiddio of 
March with new and enlarged cabina, all 
coaled and provisioned for a thirty -six 
months' stay. The first point made was 
Fox island, where the ships laid in a stock of 
cod. They " took the ioe " in tho latitude 
of Cape Nuverin and worked with it from 
that dito to Judo 8, when, according to tho 
iDfornmtioii received Sunday, they began 
preparing to enter the Arctic They expect 
to get tn l^oint Harrow about August 1, and 
by the ls,h of the eamo month they will 
probubly reach llerschel island. There tho 
Pacific Steam Whaling Company has i 
wharf and tho ships will winter iu I'aulim 
cove. Capt. Porter, of tho .Jessio H. Free- 
man, wintered lust your at Herachel iuland 
and knows the coast as fur aa King \Vi 
liam's land. Ho haa icatructiona to cry for 
tho northwest pdssago and lan<l his whale- 
bone in New York. Ho has sailed farther 
North than any of tho wh-ilera 

These voyagers write that tlioy are " eat- 
ing up the aeojnd batch of canned salmon 
and beans " which they took along, li 
sides they have any amount of pionicky stuff 
which they can enjoy with their backs lean- 
ing against an ictsberg and taking n 
thought of worma and red ants. The chi 
dren are reveling in tho toys and booka they 
took along, which wore selected with a view 
to their growing up to them. The clothing 
was bought on tho same long-headed plan. 

But moat interesting to tho ladies were 
certain tissue-paper bundles Iu which were 
urns and caddies and fat little pots to make 
tea in. They expected them to help pass 
many a long weary hour of the cold, dark 
months, and to stimnlate gossip about what 
the milliners and dresamakera were doing in 
far-off San Francisco. 

" Their winter quarters, " said a friend 
who received a letter by the mail ship last 
week, " are eitnated on the land about half 
a city block from the frozen-in steamers. 
There they have pool and billiard tables, 
and aa there are 500 people in the crews, 
many of whom are musical and highly 
talented in other ways, there ia no dearth of 
company. They are to have, and have been 
having on board, aa far as was consiatent 
with theirnarrow quartere, dunces, charades 
and whiat parties. When they get to 
Pauline cove they are to have private 
theatricals and progressive euchre parties 
without end. 

" They'll bo very excluBive, won't they 
e.>'d the lady, laughing. 

•TuSt think of it, : They will never bo able 
to "danoo the stais down," which is tho am 
bitiou of every well-regulated wallzor. The 
white b:'ar« Willi red eyes huvo never nciou a 
Caucasian baby or ft laundried shirt, and 
they will no doubt scamper away in fright 
when they hear the strains of the grand 
piano and the sound of "Daisy Bell 
Tneso Arctic voyagers have a piano along, 
and they also have what may be mote use 
ful — a doctor. 

The ladies laid in a tremendous stock of 
fancy work for the doctor to howl about, 
and they expected to have ezoeptionul op- 
portunities of studying the herring bone 
atttob. The lady who has heard from them 
said that they were anticipating with the 
liveliest delight seeing tho wild flowers that 
grow near the company's wharf, oven in 
that barren land, and there are no irritating 
aigna, bidding tho paaaengora to " keep oir 
tho grass." 

As for the children. They will have chn 
best time children ever had. They will 
learn geography without ever knowing that 
they are leuriiiDg it. There won't bo any 
rulers und there won't be any maps, and 
they will bo spared the unpleasantneas of 
being spanked into telling how many capes 
and points there are up there. They will 
have aa u magical object lesaon tho phonom 
ena of that strange land, v/here they have 
toboggan slidcH all lliu year round.

with Secretary Gresham on Saturday. The 
call was purely informal. Tho Secretary 
questioned tho oommiaaiouer closely as to 
tho authority by uhich ho appeared, what 
tho conimiaeioii ia doing here, and as to 
Uawaiiin (vETaira gentrully. Tu all these 
quoationa Wciduman responded freoly, and 
among other tbiuga diaabuaed tho .Secre- 
tary's mind of tho impro'aion that the coni- 
miaaion was seeking to iDiluenco oongreaa in 
the ix Queen'd favor. The interview was 
oharaotorlzed by tho beat feeling. Aa 
Weideman has been given to understand 
that the oommiasion cannot bo dealt with 
officially by the department, there ia ground 
for the presumption that ita miseioa is at 
an end, 

Tho resolution for recognition of the 
Hawaiian ropublio, introduced in tho house 
by Boutollo, was stdetraoked by the com- 
mittee on foreign affairs. After two houra' 
disouaaion the Uemoorata carried a motion 
to adjourn, by a party vote, except that 
Geary, of California, voted with tho Rcpub- 
licana. Geary furnished tho iolereating 
piaaagoa of the diacusBion, as bo did at the 
Brat meeting. Ho informed hia Dernocr itic 
colleaguea frankly that Boutelle hi>d intro- 
duced tho resolution hoping and expecting 
that the Democrats would rtjaot i'. For 
one, he did not propose to help fulfill 
Boutelie'a desire to furnish the RepablicanK 
with campaign material. 

FOLAB EXPEDIHONS. 

The Mishap to the Wellman Party— Another 
One Sets Out. 

Coi'ENii.uiE.v, Aug. G.— A member of the 
Wellman expedition haa telegraphad from 
Tromsoo that the RagnavaldJarl, the 
steamship which conveyed tho e.H-plorers to 
the edge of the icepack, was crushed in the 
ice on .May 21, in latitude 80, loogtitude 87. 
Capt. Bottolfaon, Winship, Heyesdaml, 
Waaterfeldt and Havde undertook to jonr> 
ney over the ioe, taking with them the 
aluminum boats, in the hope of finding a 
sailing ship to convey them to Norway, 
They met the sealer Malygen, Capt. Peder- 
sen, July 24, at Boroberg, after having 
travelled 250 miles over the ice and in- 
curring countless risks and endless suffering. 
Capt. uottolfaon ia now fitting out a ship to 
go the aasiatanoeof the Wellman party, who 
on June 10 were six miles otF Cape Platen. 

Akciianoei,, Russia, Aug. U—Tbe steamer 
Windward, having on board the Jackson 
north Polar expedition, sailed hence yester- 
day afternoon for Harbourovia or Jugoski. 
Chara, as circumstances aball determine, 
The steamer will proceed direct to the 
southern shore of Franz Josef land. The- 
place of the landing of the expedition Phere 
can only be determined when tho ico condi- 
tiona are known. All tho members of the 
party are in good health and epirita and are- 
confident of the Buocesa of their undertaking.. 
Their departure was made the scene of a re- 
markable display of enthusiasm.

But if technical and business cour.ses 
aro beyond the capacity of Winnie'si 
purse t hero is nothing that will givi!

thing else. Even if she only learns to 
sew rhcirciugbly and is willing to go out 
as a ^l•:l;Il^tress she will reei'ive fmm .■*!
